CAPTAIN RIOHABD If; BURTON AT TRIESTE. 

¥€ is nob given to every man to go to 
Trieste. The faot- need not cause uni versal 
rogret, inasmuch as the chief Austrian port 
on the Adriatic shares with Oriental towns: 
the disagreeable character of presenting @ 
fair appearance from o distance, and afflict- 
ing the traveller, who has become for the 
‘time a denizen, with a painfal sense of dis- 
enchantment. Perhaps the first glimpse of 
Trieste owes something to contrast, as it ie 
obtained after passing through a desolate 
stony wilderness called the Karso. Ag the 
train glides from thése inhospitable heights 
towards Trieste, the head of the Adriatic 
presents 4 scene of unrivalled beauty, On 
one side rise high; rugged, wooded moun- 
taing, on a ledge of which tho rails are laid ; 
on the other isa deep precipice, at whose 
base rolls the blue sea, dotted with lateen 
sails, painted of every shade of colour, and 
adorned with figures of saints and other po- 
pular devices, The white town staring out 
of the corner covers a considerable space, 
and places its villa outposts high up the 
neighbouring hills covered with verdure 
to the water's edge. Trieste ie a polyglot 
acttlernent of Austriens, Italians, Slavs, 
Jews, and Greoks, of whom the two latter 
monopolisethe commerce. Tt isa city dear 
and unhealthy to live in, over- ventilated 
aud ill-drainod:: It might advantageously 
be called the city of three winds. One of 
these, the Bora, blows the people almost 
into the sea with its fury, rising suddenly, 
like a oyolone, and an ea! all before it; 
the second is named the Scirocco, which: 
blows the drainage back into the town ; and 
the third is the Contrarte, formed by the 
two firet-named winds blowing - at’ once 
anne each other. Alternating atmos- 
pherically between extremes of heat and 
cold, Trieste is, from a political point ot 
view, perpetually pushing ‘the peacinles of 
independence to the verge of disorder. 

Arrived at the railway station, there is 
no need to call 4 cab and ask to be driven 
to the British Congul's, since, Just dpposite 
tbo tation and close to the sea, rises the 
tall block of building in.‘which the Com 
stlate ie situated Somewhat puzzled to 
choose between three entrances, tho 
stranger proceeds to mount the long series 
of ateps.

the man is made more pronounced : by pro- 
minent cheek-bones (acroga one of'Whioh is 
the scar of a aubre-cut), by closely-cropped 
black hair just tinged with gray, anda pair 
of piercing black gipsy-looking eyos. A 
short straight nose, a determined month 
artly hiddon by, o’ black moustache, and a 
eeply-bronzed complexion lit’ by Hvid 
pallor, complete the remarkable physiogiio-. 
my so wonderfully rendered on canvas by 
Leighton only a couple of seasons ago. It 
ia nof to bo wondered at that»this stern 
Arab face, and a tongue marvellously rich 
in Oriental idiom and Mahometan lore, 
ehould have deceived dootors learned in the 
Koran, among whom Richard Burton risked 
his life during that momorable pilgrimage 
to Mecca ond Medinah, on which the 
slightest gosture or accent betraying the 
Frank would have unsheathod a hundred 
Kandjare. This celebrated journey, the 
result of an adventurous spirit-worthy of a 
descendant of Rob Roy Macgregor, ‘has 
never been surpassed in audacity or in per- 
fect execution, and would sufitce to im- 
mortalige its hero if he had not in addition 
explored Harar and Somali Land, organised 
a body of irregular cavalry in the Crimea, 
pushed (nocompanied by Speke) intoEastern 
Afrion from Zanzibar, visited the Mormons, 
explored the Camerdon Mountains, visited 
the King of Dahomey, traversed the interior 
of Brazil, made a voyage to Iceland, and 
Inst; but not least, deseribed the Land of 
Midian. . 
Loading the way from the drawing-rooms 
or divans, he takes us through bedrocma 
and drossing-roome, farnished in Spartan 
simplicity with little irom bedsteads caver- 
ed with bearskins, aud supplied with 
reading-tables and lamps, beside which 
repose the Bible, the Shakespeare, the 
Breviary which go with Captain and Mra, 
Burton on all their wanderings.
